'efe CHRISTMAS SHADOWS 
Art loves to paint that first 
Christmas in the warm colors of 
Heavenly light and a mother’s 
love and joy. The light and love 
and joy were there, but over the 
whole scene lay deep shadows 
the shadows of deep humiliation 
and untold suffering. When door 
after door was slammed in His 
m other’s face and she was told 
there was no room for them in 
Bethlehem, she realized that the 
world He was coming to save 
was utterly uninterested in His 
birth and equally uninterested in 
His mother. 
It was not the stable nor the 
straw nor the manger that hurt 
her mother’s heart. She felt the

This Child shall lead and bring 
peace to the hearts of all men 
of good will.

Williams and Charles Burket of 
Palm Springs had filed with 
County Superintendent of Schools 
E. E. Smith. Mrs. Nellie N. Coff­ 
man last night in a conversation 
with this reporter stated definite­ 
ly that she would file immediate- 
as a candidate in the important 
coming election. 
The high school board election 
will be held Tuesday, Jan. 16, 
throughout

Palm Springs Union High School 
District. The polls will be open 
from 12 noon until 6 p. m. 
Voters of Palm Springs, Cathe­ 
dral City and Garnet will cast 
their ballots at the Frances Stev­ 
ens school here in the village.

The Indians have on hand a 
fine bunch of healthy turkeys for 
this turkey shoot. 
Participants 
can bring their own guns; also 
guns will be available at the pis­ 
tol range. Canvas shelter a n d 
benches will be provided for the 
spectators. The shoot will be in 
progress from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. 
The money raised by sponsor­ 
ing the turkey shoots last Sun­ 
day and this coming Sunday is 
for a two-fold purpose — to buy 
Christmas presents for the Indian 
children of the local reservation 
and to help defray expenses in­ 
cident to the annual Christmas 
and New Year’s festival. This 
festival is held in the ceremonial 
house and runs from Christmas 
to New Years.

Football Player 


Taken to Hospital 


Possibly as a result of injuries 
sustained during the recent foot­ 
ball season, Norval “Bill” Kelley, 
popular football player and sen­ 
ior at Palm Springs high school, 
was taken to the California Luth­ 
eran Hospital at Los Angeles last 
Saturday, Dec. 16. 
Bill had been complaining of 
suffering severe headaches for al­ 
most two weeks prior to the time 
he was taken to Los Angeles. Last 
week he began to lose the feel­ 
ing in the right side of his face 
and his tongue became partially 
paralyzed. Monday, Dec. 11, he 
was taken out of school. 
Bill’s physician is Dr. Harry 
Koplin of Los Angeles. After ex­ 
amining the local youth for pos­ 
sible head injuries or other ail­ 
ments, Dr. Koplin called in Dr. 
Leo Adlestien, noted brain spe­ 
cialist, to examine him. It was 
feared that Bill might be suf­ 
fering from a fractured skull or 
brain hemmorrhage sustained in 
football, or even from a b r a i n 
tumor, but x-rays and other tests 
indicated that he was not suf-

The song would seem indeed a mockery in lands 
where the nights are hells of bursting bombs, 
flaming towns and screaming wounded. 
Yet while Christmas cannot be merry in many 
bruised quarters of the 
world, its 
message 
is all the more poignantly forceful this year. 
Some day all mankind will know that a Merry 
Christmas is possible only where the ideal of 
Him 
whose 
birth 
is celebrated is dominant: 
“ Peace on earth, good-will toward men.” 
Here in America, in imperfect human fashion, 
that ideal is honored. 
Here men differ, and 
here— as in all places at all times— life is far 
from perfect. 
But here no one cringes at a 
knock at the door— fearing secret police; here 
there is no dread of the killing of children from 
the air nor the bayoneting of men because of 
their race or opinions. And for that freedom and 
peace America’s “ Merry Christmas!” this De­ 
cember of 1939 should be most genuine, even in 
the humblest home.

According to present indications, 1940 will be 
a banner year for the voters of Palm Springs, for 
during the coining year the electorate of this com­ 
munity will go to the polls many times to take ad­ 
vantage of the franchise to vote. ______________ 
The first election on the 1940a 
calendar for Palm Springs will be 
held on Tuesday, Jan. 16, when 
the citizens of the new P a l m 
Springs Union High School Dis­ 
trict will go to the polls to elect 
a board of five trustees to ad­ 
minister the affairs of the new 
school district. In this election 
residents of Cathedral City, G ar­ 
net and Palm Springs will vote at 
the Frances S. Stevens grammar 
school here in the village, and cit­ 
izens of the Edom area will vote 
at the Edom elementary school. 
On Tuesday, April 9, a council- 
manic election will be held here. 
Voters in wards 1, 3, 5 and 7 will 


vote at this election for council- 
men to represent their respective 
wards. The following councilmen 
will be up for re-election on April 
9: John W. Williams, ward 
1; 
Mayor Philip Boyd, ward 3; Al- 
vah Hicks, ward 5; and Frank 
Pershing, w'ard 7. 
i Then in May. unless the date 
is changed, California will hold 
its presidential primaries to elect 
delegates to serve at the national 
conventions. 
Late in April or early in May 
an election will probably be held

OPEN 
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SAME BREED OF POLECAT 


Good Americans do not have to grope vague­ 
ly any more for a handhold on the slimy phil­ 
osophies that apostles of destruction have been 
preaching to us. 
Der Fuehrer in Berlin and the 
Red Menace in Moscow have <|isclosed them­ 
selves to be the same breed of polecat, and the 
Nazi and Communist agents in America have 
shown themselves up no less clearly. 
The Communists insist they are loyal to the 
United States and devoted to its ideals, but their 
Head Comrade, Earl Browder, admits under oath 
that they take orders from Moscow. Their com­ 
rades in Rio de Janeiro who were arrested the 
other day, had guns and ammunition for a vio­ 
lent overthrow of the Brazilian government. 
Does Browder expect us to believe that Bra­ 
zilian Communists, who sit in the same Interna- 
tonale with Mr. Browder when he sneaks to 
Russia on forged passports, do not take orders 
from the same place as American Communists? 
The tie-up between the Fuehrer and the 
Great Grand Slam of Moscow, and the disgrace­ 
ful exposure of their American agents, puts the 
whole carnival under the spotlight. 
Bundes- 
fuehrer Kuhn, it is true, was sent to Sing Sing 
not for being a Nazi, but for stealing money and 
forging. 
But that shows the kind of leadership 
rackets attract. 
On the radical side of the part­ 
nership it explains a lot of the hell in the 
cornfield.

T H E KUHN CONVICTION 


W hatever hope Nazi followers of Fritz Kuhn 
may have had of making capital of his “m artyr­ 
dom,” following his conviction for grand larceny, 
faded utterly when Judge Jam es G arrett Wallace 
sentenced him. Under the law, the judge could have 
sent Kuhn to prison for half a lifetime. But he gave 
him the leniency customarily granted first offend­ 
ers; and so Kuhn will be eligible to parole in 20 
months. Further, Judge Wallace completely de­ 
stroyed any possible aura of persecution by his 
frank declaration of contem pt for Kuhn along with 
his moderate pronouncement of punishment. “I 
sentence this m an,” Judge Wallace said, “as an or­ 
dinary small time forger and thief— not because of 
his dissemination of any gospel of hate. I don’t in­ 
tend to make a m artyr of him.” 
T hat statem ent was wise and eminently Amer­ 
ican. Fritz K uhn’s offense against America, in 
seeking to Nazify this nation and become its “fueh­ 
rer,” is far more serious than his thefts from his 
followers. But he was on trial only as “an ordinary 
small time forger and thief”—and so he was 
judged. Small time forgers and thieves can hardly 
be rallying factors even for deluded worshippers 
of alien idealogies. Presently Fritz Kuhn will be 
out of mind as well as out of sight of all except a 
few turnkeys in Sing Sing prison. And that is as it 
should be.

He discussed 
the-general set-up of the Internal 
Revenue Department and reveal­ 
ed the following interesting facts. 
The Internal Revenue D epart­ 
ment is one of the divisions of 
the Treasury Department. T h e 
Treasury Department is one of 
the 10 cabinet offices, and in­ 
cludes the Customs and the In­ 
ternal Revenue Department, both 
of which collect what is owing 
the government. 
The Internal 
Revenue Department, among oth­ 
er things, collects alcohol and to-t 
bacco taxes and income taxes. 
California is divided into two 
divisions as far as the Internal 
Revenue Department is concern­ 
ed. Mr. Schwab and Mr. Yessner 
are connected with the head of­ 
fice of the southern division, 
which embraces the 10 southern 
counties of the state. Other taxes 
collected b ythe departm ent in­ 
clude the Social Security tax: in 
fact the Internal Revenue De­ 
partment collects some 100 dif­ 
ferent

ABOUT U-BOATS 


Com m ander Thales Boyd, com ­ 
m ander of one of America’s larg­ 
est subm arines during the World 
War, gave the Masonic Luncheon 
Club a very interesting talk about 
subm arines. Tuesday noon at the 
Palm Springs Hotel. 
C om m ander Boyd gave the his­ 
tory of subm arines, and told how 
the boats are constructed and op­ 
erated. H e said the most effective 
w ay of com batting enemy subm a­ 
rines is w ith submarines, and that 
a subm arine 
com m ander 
fears 
ram m ing by another boat more 
than he fears airplanes, b attle­ 
ships or depth bombs. 
A irplanes are more effective in 
locating subm arines than they are 
in destroying them, for it is the 
shadow of the U-boat that the 
airplane pilot can see rather than 
th e boat itself. Even if he could 
see the boat, airplane bombing is 
so inaccurate that there is little 
chance of hitting a subm arine 
w ith a bom b dropped from a 
plane. 
The com m ander has little faith 
in the various devices that have 
been m ade to rescue men from 
subm arines that cannot come to 
the surface. When the boat is put 
out of action and cannot come to 
the surface, the men know their 
fate, and for that reason nearly 
every U -boat sailor 
carries 
a 
cynadide capsule or a gun in or­ 
d er to avoid a lingering death. 
The subm arine service has the 
pick of the navy, he said, and 
nearly every American sailor in 
the subm arine service knows how 
to operate every device in the 
ship and can take charge of every 
station. Because of this and be­ 
cause each man has so much re­ 
spect for the other's ability, there

found in no other branch of the 
arm y or navy service in any 
country of th e world.

He stated that the chief of 
police suggested that special po­ 
lice officers be divided into two 
classes, one class to consist of in­ 
active special officers to perform
